(Original) The composition according to Claim 89, wherein said 
composition is in a form chosen from an exoskeletal appendage makeup product, a lip 
care and/or makeup product, a body care and or makeup product, and a face care 
and/or makeup product. 

(Original) The composition according to Claim 1 1 2, wherein said 
composition is in the form of a lip makeup product. 
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1 1 4. (Original) The composition according to Claim 113, wherein said 
composition is in anhydrous form. 

(Currently Amended) A cosmetic process for imparting at least one 
property chosen from staying power and gloss to a film of a cosmetic composition 
comprising a physiologically acceptable medium, comprising introducing into the said 
composition an effective amount of at least one high viscosity phenylsilicone oil having 
a viscosity of greater than or equal to 500 cSt in an amount ranging from 5 to 60% , at 
least one non-volatile hydrocarbon ester oil having a molecular mass of more than 

600 g/mol, at least one rheological agent, and a particulate phase, wherein said at least 
one non-volatile hydrocarbon ester oil is soluble or dispersible in the said high viscosity 
phenylsilicone oil, 

wherein said composition contains less than 5% by weight, relative to the total 
weight of the composition, of a volatile oil. 

(Currently Amended) A cosmetic process for imparting at least one 
property chosen from staying power and gloss to a film of a cosmetic composition

weight of the composition, of a volatile oil. 

(Currently Amended) A cosmetic process for imparting at least one 
property chosen from staying power and gloss to a film of a cosmetic composition, 
comprising introducing into the said composition an effective amount of at least one 
high-viscosity phenylsilicone oil having a viscosity of greater than or equal to 500 cSt in 
an amount ranging from 5 to 60% , at least one non-volatile hydrocarbon ester oil having 
a molecular mass of more than 600 g/mol, at least one rheological agent, and a 
particulate phase, and wherein said at least one non-volatile hydrocarbon ester oil is 
soluble or dispersible in the said at least one phenylsilicone oil, 

wherein said composition contains less than 5% by weight, relative to the total 
weight of the composition, of a volatile oil.

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- R 10 and Rn, which may be identical or different, are each chosen from C r C 3 o 
alkyl radicals and aralkyl radicals, 

- u, v, w and x, which may be identical or different, are integers ranging from 0 to 

900, 

with the provisos that the sum of v+w+x is other than 0, and that the sum of 
u+v+w+x ranges from 1 to 900. 

(New) The composition according to Claim 6, wherein the at least one 
ester is diisostearyl malate.
